German Forces Diminish 


Total Strength Now Estimated at 
3,130,000 by French Paper 


The military expert of L’'kcho de 
Paris figures that the total strength 
of the German forces today is only 
3,130,000, divided as follows: 

On the western front 2,000,000; of 
the eastern front, 1,000,000; on the 
Italian front, 100,000; on the Balkan 
front, 30,000. 

The French army headquarters’ €8= 
timate of the Austro-Hungarian 
army ‘alone is 1,2UU,00U,  lhowever, 
while Italian army authorities figure 
Austro-German forces in Italy at 
840,000 men, instead of 100,000 the 
L’Echo de Paris writer gives. , 

The latter justifies his cstimates 
by saying that on the Anglo-French 
front, where the British and French 
forces exceed 2,000,000 considerably, 
there are now 154 German divistons, 
each of only three regiments of in- 
fantry, and each regiment made up 
of only two or three battalions. Each 
battalion, he says, counts on a max- 
imum of only 650 rifles, making a 


maximum of 5,850 rifles to a divi- 
sion, In the same way, on the 
eastern front, while there are still 


113 divisions in service, each has 
been greatly weakened by withdraw- 
ing individual units. His theory is 
that only a skeleton of Germany's 
great army really remains, and, that 
counting non-combatant units, the 
total strength of the kaiser’s forces 
now is ofly 5,500,000.

Butter of Uniform Standard 


The High Quality ot the Butter 
Made in Prairie Provinces 


The high standard quality of but- 
ter that has been attained by the 
dairymen of Western Canada was 
shown at the recent convention of 
te dairymen of Manitoba, which was 
held at Winnipeg. Probably the 
most interesting feature of the con- 
vention was the inter-provincial but- 
ter contest, in which the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta participated. The highcgt. .hon- 
ors were won by Alberta, the Carlyle 
Dairy Company, of Calgary, taking 
the lead with a score of 97.62 points. 
Manitoba came second with 95.2 
points, and Saskatchewan thitd with 
a score of 94.7 points. ‘ 

For the best sample of winter but- 
ter made in December, the first place 
was ‘taken by Manitoba and Alberta 
tying for the second place with a 
score of 97.1 each. Manitoba dairy- 
men also carried off the first place 
for the best sample of butter madé 
in August, 1917, with a score of 96.7, 
out of a possible hundred points. In 
this. contest Alberta was second 
with 96 points. 

These high scores, and the small 
margins between the highest and 
lowest points, indicate the high qual- 
ity and uniform standard of butter 
that is being produced in the prairie 
provinces of Western Canada.

' Stoic British Sailors 


Brave Deed Is New Chapter in His- 
tory of British Heroism 


A_remarkable story of the bravery 
of British tars in an effort to save 
Halifax from disaster is now being 
recounted for the first time at Otta- 
wa. 


The silent British navy, following} 


its usual custom, has so far not pub- 
lished the’ story. 

When the Mont Blanc was burn- 
ing in Halifax harbor after the col- 
lision in the Narrows, there was a 
smal British gunboat not far away. 

Her captain, realizing the danger 
and knowing that the Mont Blanc 
had Wen deserted by her crew, cal- 
led tor volnteers to row to the Mont 
Blanc for the purpose of seeing if 
anything could be done to sink or 
tow her away from the city. 

There was a ready response to the 
call for volunteers. The tars reached 
the ill-fated ship, were climbing ov- 
er the sides, when she exploded, and 
some 30 to 40”British sailors -were 
blown into eternity. It is as brave 
an act ag the great war has revealed.

Milk is a solid food and not merely 
a pleasing beverage. | Although milk 
is swallowed as a liquid, it- almost 
,immediate'y becomes a_ solid, food,

ing takes place in the human stom- | 


|ach, just as whet junket ‘is- added to 
milk, it thickens into the rather firm 
{curd which is the solid food of milk. 
In the cheese factory this curd .is 
jmade into cheese; in the stomach it 
is digested and becomes assimilated 
into body tissue. ‘his curd inay not 
seem) as solid a food as meat, but it 
does the same work in the body and 
has the added advantage. of passing 


replace meat in the daily food, in a 
measure, is urged as a wise move in 
war time. 

It is recognized that .there are 
some adults and evcn some babies 
who have difficulty in digesting milk. 
This. difficulty occurs in the liquefy. 
ing of this curd, which must be lique- 
fied.as it is digested. There is a 
simple way of correcting this  diffi- 
culty; that is, to boil the milk, The 
curd formed from boi'ed milk is not 
nearly as large or so firm as that 
from fresh milk. . ; 

Milk is the kind of solid food 
which should be: fed to. little child 
ren, for it is pointed’ out that they. 
cdn use it to much-better advantage 
than they can meat. It is ¢ matter 
of common observation that _ little 
kittens ‘are subject to fits when fed 
meat, and although little children 
may not be so_ seriously -aff. cted, 
they may be made nervous and irri- 
| table by it. It is even suggested that 
‘the crossness of some grownups may. 
be due to too much meat. ‘Adults, 
-however, can usually make normal 
‘use of meat, but for chijdren the very. 
best solid food is milk, :

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A Lost Russian Army 


One of the Mysteries of the 
Yet to Be Solved 


Recently in the New York Times 
there appeared the following adver- 
liscment: “Lost—A Russian ariny. 
Last seen somewhere in Asia Minor 
Kinder please return to nearest Rus- 
Sian government. No questions ask- 
ed.” Not for many months has there 
been any news about those great 
Russian forces under Grand Duke 
Nicholas which captured Erzerum, 
Trebizond and Erzingan nearly two 
years ago. If they were fighting it 
Is pretty certain that some news of 
it would have come from the Turks, 
and if they .ere retiring it is im- 
possible to,believe the Turks would 
not have reported it. One writer 
considers there is a possibility, 
though it seems remote, that these 
armies have remained intact and are 
menacing the safety of cities deep -in 
the Ottoman. empire-—Sivas, Diar- 
bekr, Angora, 

The last mention of the army was 
contained in a five-line despatch 
from Petrograd, October 5, 1917, 
which told of the capture of a_ vil- 
lage 50 mifes north of Mosul, one of 
the most important Turkish, cities in 
Asiar -It- was then ‘thought that ‘the 
Russian army meant to try to. co- 
operate with the British army, which 
had followed up the capture of Bag 
dad by that of Ramanie’ 60 miles to 
the northeast. Not a word have we 
heard since of the Russians cithe: 
from themselves or from the Brit- 
ish. It is longer still since word has 
come of the Russian army operating 
around Hamadan and. Kermanashah. 
Last July a bulletin was issued men 
tioning this powerful force. Then 
the veil fell. It is remarkable that 
no word has:come from Petrograd. 
Is there a specia. significance in the 
censorship hiding the moveiments or 
the inactivity of the Russian army in 
Armenia? 

The guess, has been hazarded ‘that 
this army may have escaped Bolshe- 
vikism. The Asiatic armics of Prus- 
sia have. been far removed trom the 
centres of anarchy,. and the hope 
has been expressed that they would 
be under the influence of their Brit- 
ish comrades in arms rather than 
urder the influence of the Bolshevi- 
‘ki. Whether this assumption was 
justified, there is at present no means 
of knowing. But some day, perhaps 
in the near future, the veil will be 
lifted, and one of the mysteries of 
the war will be
